ROME, March 27 (via Paris, March 
28.)—All the Alpine troops of the 
first categcry, born in 1883, 
been called to the colors by the Italian 
War Department for forty-five days. 

The Official Military Journal also 
calls to the colors all artillery and 
engineer reserve officers for sixty 
days, from April 16. 

The Alpine troops are frontier 
forces, organized especially to defend 
the mountain passes leading into 
Italy. This free consists of eight 
regiments (twenty-eight battalions.) 
of Alpine infantry, and two regiments 
of thirty-six mountain artillery bai- 
teries. In addition to these there are 
two regiments of heavy artillery of 
ten batteries each, one regiment of 
horse artillery of eight batteries, and 
ten regiments of fortress artillery. 

The engineers whose reserve offi- 
cers are to be called out April 16 are 
organized as six ts, two of 
them consisting of pioneers, one of 
pontoon one of telégraph 


troops, one railway and one 


of sappers and miners. In times cf 
peace the engineering branch of the 
army numbers about 12,000 officers 
and men. 

The artillery arm of Italy's land 
forces consists of 263 batteries, 16 
companies and 51 depots. 


HEARING AT WASHINGTON.

The soldiers ripped away the seals 
and attempted to force the gate.

Then they 
began scaling the walls. McManus 
cried out to them that he would shoot 
if they entered. He went to the roof. 
The soldiers opened fire upon him. He 
replied. The entire Zapatista army of 
occupation was passing the gates cf 
his home, not fifty feet distant, on 
their way into the Zocolo, and Zapat- 

mn dropping from the ranks 
and participating ip the firing at Mc- 
Manus. Finally, single-handed, he 
was battling 300 brutes, who were 
shelling his cover on the roof. and he 
fell wounded. As he lay unconscious 
six of the Zapatistas who reached 
him first placed the muzzles cf their 
— at his head and blew out his 
rains with a half-dozen rifle balla. 
Half an hour ‘ater we lowered his 
body from the roof to the Brazilian 
Legation automobile, which was flying 
the Brazilian colors and Red Cross 


As the body lay under these 
flags, the very Zapatista guards who 
had been placed around the house by 


the authorities to prevent further 
depredaticns, stepped up to the body. 
knocked two other Americans—one 
J. B. MeDonalad of Los Angeles, and 
myself, aside, and spat upon and 
kicked the corpse, which they bilas- 
Phemed in the vilest language.

Betty Ekelund: 

* t Sth of March, at about 6:3 
a.m., my father left home, — De 
gollado No. 219, on his way to the 
Molino Blanco Hacienda, the property 
of Attorney Angel Lopez Negrete, 
where he had been engaged for more 
than a year as a horticulturist. Both 
my sister and myself insisted on his 
not going on account of dangers in- 
volved on the road. My father in- 
sisted on the necessity of going, not- 
withstanding the risk he Was taking, 
as he had been unable to report for 
duty for more than a week, owing to 
the fact that there had been no cars 
running. He proceeded on his way to 
the above-mentioned place. It had al- 
ways been his habit to return home at 
8 p.m., and not having arrived at this 
hour we became worried for fear 
something had happened to him. I 
endeavored to get in communication 
with the hacienda, but was unable to 
do so, as the telephone service had 

7 is morning we were advised b 
the hacienda of Molino Prieto, 2 
the property of Mr. Lopez Negrete, 
that my father had been killed yester- 
day and that his „ was at San 
Bartolo Naucalpam. We were given 
no further details. In order to obtain 
more complete data, I went to see 
Mr. Lopez Negrete at Calle Sadi Car- 
not, No. 12. 
“This gentleman informed me that 


there had been an encounter between 
Constitutionalists and Zapatista forces 
at midday yesterday, in the neighbor- 
hood of the haciendas Molino Blanco 
and Molino Prieto, lasting about two 
hours. The Zapatista forces were re 


pulsed and the Constitutionalistas 
passed by the hacienda of Molino 
Blanco. A few of the troops, accom- 


panied by an officer, entered the haci- 
enda. The laborers who were work- 
ing under Mr. Ekelund had ample 
pportunity to escape, but Mr. Eke- 
lund never for a moment thought 
his life was in danger and he entered 
the stables. The officer had ordered 
his men not to fire, but these on com- 
ing across Mr. Ekelund, fired two 
shots, One was a dumdum shot and 
struck him, blowing his head to pieces. 
At 4 p.m. the body was buried in the 
open ground without a coffin. Our 
Charge d’Affaires displayed much ac- 
tivity on the case and this afternoon 
personally went to see Gen. Obregon, 
who promised to have a car at the 
disposal of our family tn order that 
we might be able to recover the body.

“Mexico, March 9, 1915.” 
PROTEST BY TURKEY. 

Although Washington has made 
nothing public on the subject, the 
Ottoman government has made force- 
ful representations to the United 
States in connection with the aseasein- 
ation of three subjects of Turkey. who 
were killed in a military cuartel at 
Mexico City after they had been 
robbed of 16.000 pesos, three dia mond 
rings, valued at 7000 pesos, and im- 
portant documents. 

By convertion of October, 1914, the 
United States and the Ottoman gov- 
ernment, all subjects of Turkey itn 
Mexico came under the protection of 
the United States. 

One ef the victims was killed by 
bayonet thrusts in the heart and neck 
and the other two were shot. All 
were. stripped of their clothing and 
thrown into the patio of a filthy 
cuartel before the assassinations oc- 
curred. 

Antonio Letayf, also an Ottoman, 
one of the leading foreign merchants 
of Mexico City, in his affidavit to the 
International Committee, makes the 
following statement concerning the 
outrage which occurred on the 153th 
of February in the San Cosme bar- 
racks at about 1 o'clock, pm.: 

“The murdered men's names were 
Eduardo Noeme, Jose Vele and Man- 
vel Levy. The two latter were He- 
brews and the last-named was a youth 
under age. The three came from 
Aguascalientes, where they did busi- 
ness, as do many others of their na- 
tionality, and without taking part in 
the politics, as the authorities well 
know. Notwithstanding the fact that 
no proof was found of their being 
spies in the employ of Gen. Villa, for 
which crime they were executed, ac- 
cording to the statement made at the 
headquarters of Gen. Obregon, they 
were arrested at San Juan del Rio and 
brought to this city in a cartle car. 
Upon arriving here they immediately 
sent word to their relatives in this 
capital, asking them to take the neces- 
sary steps for their retease. Selim 
Noeme, brother of Eduardo Noeme, 
went to headquarters and there talked 
with Maj. Garza, who said to him: 

“They are not guilty, but simply 
as a matter of form, and to justify 
myself with my superiors, bring me 
a certificate from your consul, and 
if you have no consul, bring me a 
certificate signed by several mer- 
chants, stating that they knew the 
three accused and that they are hon- 
est persons, and I will immediately 
put them at liberty.” 

“Mr. Selim Noeme procured 
certificate, which was signed by all 
the merchants established here and 
he took it to Maj. Garza, who said: 

“It is well. They will shortly be 
free——notwithstanding I have orders 
to the contrary.” The brother (Selim 
Noeme) went away with an easy 
mind, thinking the three prisoners 
would soon be free. Upon arriving 
the barracks, he 


| 


met a peon woman, probably a sol- 
dier's wife, who said to him: 

“Do not believe these bandits. 
(These were her exact words.) They 
are not going to free the prisoners, but 
are going to murder them. They al- 
ways say the same thing when they 
execute some one—-when they say that 
they will soon be free, they mean that 
they are going to be executed.“ 

ATTEMPTS TO SAVE .THEM. 

The brother ran to see me in or- 
der that we might do something to 
save them, but upon leaving, he 
heard several shots, which we later 
ascertained had been those which 
caused the deaths of the unfortunate 
men. When I heard that they were 
still prisoners, without knowing that 
they had been killed, I went to see 
John R. Silliman, representative 
of Washington, and stated to him 
that the Ottomang were held under 
the protection of the American gov 


ernment, and showed him copies of 
letters, and telegrams, which I. had 
just received form my brother in the 
States, and in which he advised me 
of the arrangement made in October, 
1914, between the Turkish govern- 
ment and Washington, by which the 
Ottomans in Mexico come under 
American protection. I had only just 
received these papers, due to the de- 
lay in sending them. from Vera Cruz 
to Mexico City. Mr. Silliman had re- 
ceived no advice from Washington, but 
he went to see Gen. Obregon, who said 
to him: 

“I regret to say that the prisoners 
have been executed. If I had known 
that they were under your protec- 
tion, I would have a more 
thorough investigation.” 

Mr. Silliman asked me for a de- 
which I gave 


tail of the matter, 
him in English. He promised he 
would send it to Washington. From 


the foregoing it is evident that the 
Ottomans were cruelly murdered for 
three reasons. 

First: Because it was known that 
they had no diplomatic representa- 
tive here. 

Second: To steal, because Mr. 
Noeme had a valise with 12,000 pesos 
in bills of two faces and 4000 pesos 
in other bills, together with three dia- 
mond rings, estimated at 7000 pesos. 
He also dealt in jewelry. Everything 
disappedred, as did his watch and 
gold chain and important documents. 
He was killed with the thrust of some 
arm, probably a bayonet. He had 
a wound in the heart and another in 
the neck, thus making it probable 
that his captors knew that he had 
a goodly sum of money and presum-~ 
ing that orders would come to have 
the prisoners released, they did not 
wait to execute them like men, but 
attacked them like wild beasts, 
they probably feared some diplomatic 
representative would have them de- 
livered. The? were robbed of shoes, 
coats, waistcoats, and all except 
trousers, and thrown into the court- 
vard of a barracks Uke criminals or 
bandits. Jose Vele and Manuel Levy 
had approximately 6000 pesos. or 
the latter fact we cannot be sure. But 
the umount taken from Mr. Noeme 
was certified and written in the same 
barracks, 

The third reason, or better still, the 
third pretext, is the most riditulous. 
They were accused of having come 
here to buy airships for Gen. Villa. 
(Tt is useless to make any comments 
on this to prove the vileness and true 
motive of the murder.) 

Mr. Noeme leaves a widow and four 
children, aged 6, 4, 3 and 2 years. 
They are very poor now, as their 
only support was killed, and 
capital stolen. I took steps to ob- 
tain something for this poor family, 
and three days afterward the 
assassins sent me an envelope con- 
taining 300 pesos, which they had 
collected as alms for the family, @ 
brass chain worth about 50 cents and 
three rings with a total value of ten 
or fifteen pesos. These naturally 
were returned with indignation, as 
we did not want charity for them. 
They took back their money very 
calmly, making fun of us as they 

ve of many others. I have taken 
no further steps, awaiting news from 
Mr. Silliman, which he promised to 
send me from Vera Cruz, as he said 
he would see Mr. Venustiano Carranza 
there, but up to this date, I have re- 
ceived nothing.

HOEFLICH’S SWORN STATEMENT. 


Hoefltch makes the following sworn 
statement: 

“On Saturday, March 13. at 6:30 
P. m., an armed force of Zapatistas 
of the garrison of Tacubaya, Federal 
district, entered my house at Segunda 
Morelos No. 7 on the pretext of look- 
ing for Carranzistas and hidden arma. 
They fired several shots at Mra. Clara 
Moran de Mariecal, at her daughter 
and at her servants, who live in the 
same premises with me. I was just 
on the point of entering my house 
when I met the attacking party. 
Remonstrating with them for having 
entered without my permission, and 
especially about the firing on a de- 
fenseless woman, they used disgust- 
ing and insulting language and went 
into the middle of the street about 
five yards from my family, Mra. 
Moran and about two score of ladies 
who hal got together on the side- 
walk. They got their rifles ready to 
shoot us when in the nick of time 
a special car with several officers 
passed by. pon our danger signal 
they stopped and took charge of the 
attackers. Right after we entered the 
house. 

“Gen. Leopoldo Martinez with sev- 
eral officers of his staff followed us 
to take our statements. We ex- 
Plained to them thoroughly the hap- 
penings and made Mra. Moran, who 
was present, sign a statement. but 
when I suggested to theni to take my 
Katement also as an American citi- 
zen, they said it was not necessary. 
I did not remonstrate with them, as 
in the meantime, I had advised the 
Brazilian Legation, and one of the 
secretaries came immediately to my 
house. The general, who had made 
the investigation, promised to put a 
guard at the house, but in fifteen 
minutes we were advised that there 
were not enough men to do so. The 
policeman, who was supposed to 
watch, requested us to give him 7 
hed and room inside the house. Not 
having the security ef safety. I de. 
cided to take my wife and daughter 
to the city, where we spent the night. 
At the same time the Moran family 
vacated, being also afraid of new at- 
tacks, The house was guarded that 
night by several American gentle- 
men. There was no material damage 
done, but our lives were in imminent 
danger, as, by past experiences, we 
knew that they would have shot us 
down without any thought whatso- 
ever. We were for months on the 
firing line in ubaya. Rut with such 
occurrences as the last one, even the 
lives of women would not have been 
safe in their own homes.” 

Mrs. Clara Moran Mariscal, 
the daughter-in-law of a 45 * 
bassador from Mexico to the United 
States, and who was also Minister 
of Foreign Relationg in the Cabinet 
of Porfirio Diaz, is herself the daugh- 
ter of an American.

GEORGE PATTON'S EXPERIENCE. 


Robbery and extortion,

George W. Patton, an English subject 
and one of the leaders of t 
colony, Mexico City. e says: 

“Tl reside at Calle Reforma, No. 33, 
in the town of San Angel. At 8 o'clock 
of the evening of March 10, I was 
sitting in my library when heard 
voices and blows at the ‘gate. The 
mozo went to the gate and then in- 
formed me that there were several 
soldiers demanding admittance and 
money. I told him not to open the 
gate. The soldiers then came to the 
window (the house being bullt right 
on the street) and they knocked at 
the window. I picked up the lamp 
and “took it to the adjoining room. 
Immediately, one of the soldiers put 
his gun through the tron bars nd 
broke the window. The mono started 
back to the gate, accompanied by 4 
dog, a fine full-blooded Airedale ter- 
rier. After smashing the window the 
soldiers went back to the gate, and, 
when the 1 appeared, they fired 
at him and killed the dog. The mozo 
then ran. made his way to the roof 
and escaped to the next house. The 
soldiers then fired a shot into the

They 
replied with language that is too vile 
to repeat, but the purport of their 
words was that my citizenship made 
no difference, that what they wanted 
was 1000 pesos. After getting back 
to my family we were forced to pass 
between the firing line of the Zapatis- 
tas and Constitutionalists, making 
our way along the walls in the pitch 
dark night as best we could. The 
following morning, t 6:30 o'clock, 
T came back to the house and found 
it completely looted, the bureau and 
dreaser drawers pulled out, trunks 
and boxes broken open, most of the 
clothes stolen and what remained 
scattered all over the Among 
other things taken w 1800 pesos 
in cash and jewelry to the value of 
about 8000 Valuable papers 
such as stocks and bonds were strewn 
about the floor. the windows and 
doors were broken and the furniture 
was wantonly smashed to pieces.

THE BRYANT OUTRAGE, 

Bryant in his affidavit makes the 
following declarations: 

“T have been living in Mexico since

I live at No. 8 Calle 
Real, Coyocan, a suburb of Mexico 
City, on which house a large Ameri- 
can flag has been displayed to desig- 
nate ite national character. On Sun- 
day, February 28, at noon, I stepped 
to the door of my house and on to 
the sidewalk in front. I was immedi- 
ately accosted by a troop of Zapatista 
soldiers armed, who manded my 
watch’ and money and attempted to 
seize me. 

“I pushed away and jumped back 
to the door, closing and locking same. 
Several shots were fired through the 
door while I was putting up the 
chains. The bullets grazed my clothing 
but did not injure me. 

“The locks of the door were de- 
stroyed by rifle fire, but the chains 
and bolts held. From 12 noon to 4 
p.m., various groups of these Zapa- 
tista soldiers attempted to force the 
door, but without success. Several 
shots were fi through the upper 
windows, from one of which was con- 
spicuously displayed a large Ameri- 
can flag. They narrowly m d serv- 
ants engaged in closing the windows, 
and broke glasses and damaged the 
rooms. At 4 p.m. those people disap- 
peared and I brought my wife, Mrs. 
Meine, a visitor, and two maids 
to Mexico City in my automobile, ar- 
riving safely. There were present 
myself and my wife, Mra. Mary J. Me- 
Elhiney of St. Charles, Mo., 


a British subject; two Chinese serv- 
ants and four Mexican servants. Ali 
neighboring houses were broken ito 
and ransacked, money, jewelry, 
clothing and so forth being stolen, and 
the occupants maltreated and badly 
bruised. Women were stripped of 
clothing in an effort to find hidden 
valuables, but not outraged so far 
as I know. The immediate neighbors 
included two French families, the 
others being Mekicans. As a result 
I felt abliged to move to the city to 
avoid threatened repetition of the at- 
tack.

“I file this declaration as a matter 
of evidence, reserving the right to ask 
for reclamation.

HAGEWISCH’S EXPERIENCE,

homes shot into, entered and looted, 
was that of Earnest Hagewisch, also 
an American citizen, who, believing

Low is conducting his patriotic work 
on behalf of the improvement of 
trade conditions.

Perhaps with the idea of giv- 
ing concrete and practical proof 
that the Navy Department's 
faith in its sumbarines has been
